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DETAILED ACTION 

This comnnunication is in response to applicant's paper filed on 2/2/2010. 

Status of Claims: 

Claims 5, 8, 15, 18 are cancelled. 

Claims 1-4, 6-7, 9-14, 16-17, 19-24 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 6-7, 9-14, 16-17, 19-24 are pending and have been allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter allowance: 

Independent claims 1 and 1 1 and the dependent claims 2-4, 6-7, 9-1 0, 1 2-1 4, 1 6- 
17, 19-24 are allowed because the closes prior art of record and references of 

Rowe (US 2002/0198803 A1 ), Fredregill et al (US 5,923,016), Soumas et al. (US 
3,634,669), Charles A. Jaffe ("Shop 'n' save - or save 'n' shop?"; Seattle Times, 
Seattle, Wash, Feb 21, 2000. pg. C2") and Bloom (Jennifer Kingson Bloom. "New B or 
A Card Offers Discounts on Bank Products. American Banker. New York, N.Y.: Dec 1, 
1 997. Vol 1 62, Iss. 229: p.q 23 (3 page)) in any combination failed to teach or render 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, accruing earned value at consumable account 
device for future consumption of the consumed item based on the principal and an 
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interest rate applied to tlie principal; and prohibiting withdrawal of the principal in the 
consumable account device for use in further consumption. 

Additional Prior Art 

Ogilvie (6631358 B1) discloses allowing consumers to set aside for their savings 
account(s) a specified amount or a specified percentage of a given transaction, when 
the transaction would otherwise not involve the savings account(s). The invention 
permits savings to occur as a beneficial side-effect of the consumer's normal financial 
activity. The main purpose of a given transaction will normally be to purchase or pay for 
goods and/or services which are unrelated to the present invention. As a side-effect, 
however, a portion of the funds charged or received during the transaction will be 
directed to the consumer's savings account or another savings vehicle.
